Hariley of Vale University In his book 
on Ha 11 road Transportation,

case of the Aroostook potato growers 
brought by President. Tut tie of the 
Hostou (itul Maine Railroad before the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. 
Nothing could botler show 


how n railroad works for the Interest, 
of the localities which it serves, 


A main dependence of the 
farmers 


of the Aroostook region is the potato 
crop, aggregating Hnuunlly eight to 
ten million bushels which llnd a mar- 
ket largely lu Boston nncl the adjiinent, 
thickly settled regioua of New Eng- 
land. 
The competition of cheap wa 


ter transportation from Maine to all 
points along the New England coast 
keeps railroad freight rates on these 
potatoes always at a very low level. 


Potatoes are also a considerable 


output of the truck farms of Mich- 
igan, their normal market being ob- 
tained in and through Detroit and 
Chicago and other communities of 
that region. 


Not many years ago favoring sun 


and rains brought a tremendous yield 
of potatoes from the Michigan Holds. ' 
At normal 
rates and prices there 


would have been a glut of the

tomary 
markets and 
the potatoes 


won Id have rotted on the 
farms. 
To 


help the potato growers (he railroads

The claims for American missionary 
property destroyed, amounting to $2,- 
000,000, have been natiafled, and the 
cost of our expedition to Pekln wit B9t 
over $1,000,000. 
An award of $25,- 


000,000 Indemnity to the United States 
was felt to be excessive, though nJ5 
larger In proportion than the amount 
agreed on for tho other nations that 
marched to the relief of foreigners In 
Pekln. 
But the Idea of taking the 


amount awarded Is distasteful to thl« 
country for several reasons. Tt Is far 
too much, under the circumstance*, 
and China's helplessness appeals to 
sympathy. The plight of the ImmenM 
Chinese empire excites compassion. Ill 
territory is a battle ground for other 
nations, and the neutrality of Its har- 
bors Is violated by belligerents. Non- 
resistance Is n terribly poor national 
policy. 
On the pnrt of the United 


States there Is a sincere wish that 
China may be able to claim a place 
among nations In whlcn It con not be 
wantonly Imposed upon. To hand the 
$22,000,000 to China without condition! 
might be construed as a criticism on 
tho countries that take all the Indemn- 
ity awarded them. But China can ac- 
cept our share as « gift to an object 
which It holds In high esteem, that of 
education. Americans do not want the 
money as a windfall. 
They wish for 


China better times and national se- 
curity, a position In the world where H 
can respect itself and corp*nand the r» 
spoct of others. 
The rellnqtilshment 


of the $22,000,000 will nfrlke the peo- 
ple of the United States favorably. 


From the United States Censns B»- 


roau has recently come the report of 
the flrst complete census of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Nearly eight thousand 
people were employed In gathering the 
statistics, and all but 125 of them 
were native Filipinos. 
This censui, 


therefore, Is the firat In modern times 
which a tropical people have made of 
themselves. 
Many Interesting facts 


wore disclosed by the canvass of the 
Islands. 
In the first place, it was 


found that the population numbered 
7,000,000; that near 7,000.000 possessed 
some degree of civilization and pro- 
fessed tho Christian religion. 
It wat 


also discovered that almost the whole 
population live In villages, as there 
are nearly 1-J.OOO villages with an av- 
| orago population of fiOO. Of the larger 
towns, 35 have 5,000 population each; 
four have 10,000; and Manila hns 220,-

per cent of the houses are rented—

Preacher*' Small Salaries. 


MONO tht permanent funds of the Methodist 
Church Is one for the support of Buperannuated 
ministers. The question was recently raised in 
New York why Methodiflt preachers cannot 
save enough from their salaries to support them 
in old age. Figures bare been siren which are 
a sufficient answer. 


There are 797 pastors In the three Metropolitan annual 


conferences in 1904-5, these being 1he conferences In New 
York City. These pnstors mny be divided into four classes. 
The members of the first class, numbering 225, receive 
11,500 per year or more, those in the second, numbering 
184, $1,000 to fl.COO; those In the third, numbering 211, 
|000 to $1,000; and those In the fourth, numbering 177, $000 
or less. The salaries paid the ablest and most eloquent 
Methodist preachers In the metropolis are no more than are 
received by many men In subordinate places In large busi- 
ness concerns. 
The salaries of many of their humbler 


brethren are less than half •• large as the wage* of a good 
nechunlc. 


Outside the cities, both in New York and In other States, 


•alarles are smaller. "My college chum," a distinguished 
New York lawyer is quoted as saying, "was my equal In 
•rery respect, and In some respects my superior. 
After 


twenty-five years of successful ministerial work I discov- 
ered that his annual Income when In bis prime was the 
exact amount I paid for the care of my horse at the livery 
•table." In the rural districts the pay of a pastor is often 
much less than the keep of a city hone. 


The smallness of the salaries of Methodist preachers Is 


partly due to the fact that In every community this church 
draws to It mnny poor people, but It la more largely owing 
to tho noble, time honored policy of Methodism of having 
"a church for erery pastor and a pastor for every church." 
The flock may not number a dozen. It may be In a mining 
camp in Alaska. 
It mny be In a city alum. 
However 


small, remote or Inaccessible, it must and will havo a shep- 
herd. 
Wesley and White-field didn't believe In waiting for 


people to come in and get the gospel. They took It to th«m 
wherever they were, and their successors have been doing 
likewise ever since. 


A man has to pinch and squeeze to rear and educate 


• family and dress as a preacher is expected to on $1,500 
• year, especially In a city. The fact that thousands of 
educated men gladly and laboriously serve their church for 
much less shows that the age !• not so commercial as It Is 
sometimes represented, and that religious heroism Is not 
dead, 
The superannuated ministers of the 
Methodist 


Church accept their annuities without regarding them as 
•Una, and well they may, for they have earned all they get. 
—Chicago Tribune.

Why They Lost Their Jobs. 


HE Workers' Magar.lne has collected the stories 


I 


of Hcvrnty-two working men who lost their 
jobs. The list hns been tabulated and shows 
the following causes for discharge; 


Drinking, eleven. 
Carelessness, eight. 
Swell-headedness, seven. 


Gambling, five. 
Laziness, four. 
Following these come mnny others, such as "basiness 


closed down," two; "dull season," two; "fellow clei-k stole," 
one; "snssed boss," one; "woman worked cheaper," one. 


It will be noted in a Inrge majority of the cases the 


fault was with the employes. Indeed, the remarkable part 
of this symposium Is the exceeding frankness of the dls- 
-harged men In admitting this fact. Of the entire seventy- 
two, 
but two or three make any claim that their employers 


were at fault. 


Another fact Is revealed: 
There Is little record of In- 


efficiency on the part of the workers aside from that In- 
duced by bad habits. Four admit they were lazy. Three of 
these were Just »ut of high school and say they will take 
hold of the next Job with firmer determination to succeed. 
They have learned that business Is not a "snap." 


Liquor drinking heads the list of causes. The Idea that 


"the wheel of business must be lubricated" Is not borne 
out by experience. Gambling goes along with drink. It Is 
simply a short cut to business ruin. 


Carelessness, which Is second in the list, Is Inexcusable. 


This fault, together jv'th that of swell-headedness, is pecu- 
liarly the fault ef younger persons and Is not without cure. 


The deduction from the entire matter Is this: These 


workers discharged themselves. 
They voluntarily 
put 


themselves out of business.—Cincinnati Post

EUROPE'S BIQQEST THEATER. 


New Collaenin K.1 Condon Seats 3,OOO| 


Covers One and a Quarter Acre*. 
London's recently completed 
Coll- 


teum has the largest theater and larg- 
est stage in Europe, says a London 
special to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
Luxurious seating has been provided 
for 3,000 persons. The Btage mechan- 
ism is the last word of Ingenuity. It 
consists of revolving tables on which 
tho scenery will be changed as If by the 
wand of Prospero, and it is snld that 
by their means the race for the Derby 
can be represented from start to fln- 
Ish. 
Yet the London Coliseum Illus- 


trates the smallness of many modern 
things compared with those of the an- 
cient world. 


The Roman Colosseum seated 87,000 


people. Whereas the London Coliseum 
covers an acre and a quarter, Rome's 
amphitheater extended over five acres. 
Without a doubt great things will be 
done at the London plnoe of amuse- 
ment, but the slaying of 5,000 wild 
beasts in the arena—cme of the little 
Items of Titus' inauguration—will cer- 
tainly be no part of the proceedings. 


It Is more Just to compare the new 


Coliseum wfth tho Colosseum which 
was erected just 80 years ago on the 
edge of Regent's Park by Declmus 
Hurton. This flno building, which 
Samuel Rogers, by th« way, InalstMl 
was "finer than anything among the 
remains of architectural art In Itafy," 
an opinion In which he probably stood 
alone, wis built to accommodate Mr. 
Homor's famous panorama of Lon- 
don. 


Mr. Hornor worked on his panorama 


in a »hed erected on tho top of St. 
Paul's at the time of the renewal o£ 
the baM and cross. The original ball 
was rolled down Ludgate Hill a told 
the plaudits of the multitude, and 
both ball and cross were placed In the 
Colosseum among other "concomitant 
appendage*" to the panaroma. These 
Included some surprisingly modern In- 
stitutions. There was an elevator to 
take spectators up to the platform, 
from which they were to look down, 
with 
an 
extraordinary 
Illusion of 


height, upon the pktured London. 


In the forties the building was en- 


larged and given another entrance In 
Albany street, where the name "Colos- 
seum Terrace" ttill 
survives. The 


panorama of London was succeeded in 
1848 by one of Paris, and this by a 
panorama of Lake Than, in Switzer- 
land. Then tht original panorama was 
restored. 
From time to time •ida- 


•oowt were added: "A Gothic Aviary," 
"StalacUU Cartro*," "TU Rail of 


Mirrors," and what not. By 1855 the 
Colosseum had exhausted ItselC, or the 
London public, and was put up for 
auction—In vain. The remainder of Its 
career was checkered and dismal; in 
1870, or thereabouts, It was demol- 
ished. 


BANK OF ENGLAND LOSSES 


Forger* Secnr* What Rioter* Have In 


Vain Repeatedly Tried to Gain. 


The Bank of England has been re- 


peatedly attacked by rioters. In 1709 
the tory rioters, after sacking and 
burning several chapels in the neigh- 
borhood, began to storm the gate of the 
bank, and It would have fared 111 with 
the "old lady" if the queen had not 
promptly sent her guards, horse and 
foot, to the rescue. 
In 1780, after a 


fanatical mob bad destroyed Newgate 
and left behind It a trail of blazing 
Catholic chapels and tallow chandlera' 
shops, it marched, thousands atrong, 
on the bank. Its reception was a hot 
one, for the roof of 
the 
building 


swarmed with clerks and volunteers, 
who had actually molded bullets troni 
their melted Inkatands, while a ring 
of soldiers fenced the building. 
The 


rioters made two funous onslaughts, 
but were received with such a murder- 
ou* hall of bullets that they turned 
and fled. 


But where raiders ana rioters failed 


to do the "old lady" Injury many a 
clever forger has 
succeeded. "Old 


Patch," lottery office keeper, robbed 
her of no less than 11,000,000 by a 
long series of forgeries, In which he 
manufactured Ink and paper, engraved 
the plate and printed the notes single- 
handed. 
He was caught at last and 


obligingly hanged himself In jail. 


Fauntleroy, a banker, was still more 


successful, for he pocketed $1,800,000 
by a system of forging powers of at- 
torney to sell stock which was not hla. 
He was hanged at Ne-wsate, but it Ik 
Bald was clever enough to save his life 
by inserting a silver tube In his throat, 
escaping later to Paris to the enjoy- 
ment of his Ill-gotten gains. 


John Mathison, a clever amateur en- 


graver and the moat daring forger of 
them all, printed Bank of England 
notes by the hundred, forging the wa- 
termarks so skillfully as almost to defy 
detection, and (scattered his counter- 
feits prodigally from one end of Eng- 
land to the other. 
He was cleverly 


caught at last by one of the bank 
clerks, but even then, it is said, he 
would have escaped conviction had he 
not confeaaed hla guilt in a spirit of 
bravado, actually volunteering to show 
the authorities how be had so auccea* 
fully produced the watermark.
